LECTURE IN HONGKONG.. 


At the usual Wednosday public 
mooting of the. Hongkong Lodge 
of the Thoosophical Soctoty, Miss 
Martha L.J Root, newspaper and 
magazine writer from the United 
States, gave a locturo on 
“The ‘Bahai Movement World 
Brotherhood.”
